tery, wo say to ourselves: "I pay the police; 
It is f#r them to discover tho criminal; it is 
not mv business, and, besides, tho profession 
of dot.K-tivo is not in my lino or to my lasto." 


It is not the samo in tho United States. 


•I'l'.ere public safety concerns every ono. 


Tin. |x>pulation of a town fool dishonored 


by the iiernotration of a crime in their midst. 
Kvory ono is on tho alert to catch tho crim- 
inal, men organize themselves Into bands to 
iwnrcli tho country round. An assassin is 
track, dm tbo woods with bloodhounds and 
guns, like a wild beast; if ho is discov- 
ered and offers a very obstinate resistance, a 
bullet H l,«!gw| I,, nis tody, and tho hunters 
K" tranquilly homo again. 


Something which Is much to bo blamed, I 


think, is tbo procrastination of Amcricm 
justice. By going tho right way to work, a 
TOndenmod criminal may often succeed in 
getting his cose to Iw tried again and again.

koop a j«or wretch, that it is decided to hang, 
In prison for a year or more) It Ls adding 
torture to death penalty. 


lfth.it were only all 
Jonathan Is such a philanthropist that ho 


with dilllculty mokes up his mind to execute 
o fellon creature oven legally. So, when ho 
tins kept a year in prison a criminal, whom 
Do b at last forced to hang, he leads him to 
the sc.-ilTold. puts a ro[io round his neck, 
Jerks liim up In the air, and manages to tako 
twelve or sixteen minutes dispatching him. 


This Is philanthropy with a vengeance, and 


It la to bo hojKxl that execution by electricity, 
which IMS just been adopted by tho goveruor 
of Now York state, will put an end to such 
sickening proceedings. 


His lobehoiwd also that the Americans 


will SOUK, day do better than that I, for my 
part, do not doubt that they will abolish 
death sentences before very long. They are 
too intelligent not to understand that the 
death sentence deters no criminal, and this 
for a very simple reason. A crime is com- 
mitted under the impulse of passion, or It has 
boon premeditated. In the first case, the 
criminal never thinks of the punishment to 
'come, he is blinded by passion; In the second, 
bo always believes he has planned his crime 
In ™ch a manner as not to be found out.

It is noteworthy tliat al luust eight or 


ten of tho men who havo visited Har- 
rison within tho last two months, says 
Tho Chicago Tribune's Washington spe- 
cial, make certain remarks concerning 
him of identical meaning, to wit: "Ho 
is big enough for tho work, lie realizes 
what it is (o be pivsident. lio thor- 
oughly appreciates his power, liis re- 
sponsibility." Some c;F the men who 
havo made remarks lii;u thcao havo been 
questioned more closely as to their mean- 
ing, anJ one of them gave tho following 
explanation: 


"I ineaji that lie is not underestimating 


thw office. 
He feels that ho has been 


called upon for four years to bo one of 
the greatest of living men. He is trying 
to rise to the level of his ideal. I do not 
mean to say there is any small vanity 
ttbout hirn, thnt there has been any miff- 
ing up or swelling. Nottlmt. liuthogavo 
me tho impression of a man who is re- 
adjusting himself, making ready to fully 
and really be that which ho has been 
called to be. Take his manners, for in- 
stance. Ilo is now more courtly and 
considerate, pays more attention to tho 
small amenities of social and ollicial in- 
tercourse than when he was simply lien- 
jatiiii) Harrison, lawyer, or e\ en senator. 
It is like this all along the lino of his 
movements and methods. lie is in train- 
ing, 
with hinibcU' for a monitor. Ho 


appears to remember that ho is presi- 
dent, the grandson of a president, and 
in tho two hours I spent with him I 
ju ;jred his predominating characteristics 
to bo canic.itaess, conscientiousness and 
a firmness that narrowly escapes stub- 
bornness." 


A SIGNIFICANT KEMAKK. 


"Can you quoto sorno significant re- 


mark of liis?" 


'•Yes. We were talking about the sit- 


uation in New York. He said ho was 
much pained by tho factional rivalry 
which appeared to bo developing in that 
state, arid said: 'Some of the men up 
there seem to be afraid that if I should 
give a cabinet place to the faction they 
aro not in sympathy with, tho power of 
patronage would bo used to tear clown 
one faction and build up the other. That 
is something I will not permit. If a New 
York man should lio called into the cabi- 
net, or any other high place, I will not 
havo him usin;; one iota of the patronage 
of liic oHioo tt> build up tho faction to 
which ho belongs in order to mako it 
stronger than tho other. I shall make it 
my business in person to sco that this bo 
not done. I will not have as much as a 
piece of muslin come between mo and 
the Republicans or any set of Republi- 
cans in New York.' I was particularly 
struck with tho manner in which Gen. 
Harrison said this. Ho was much in 
earnest, and that expression about hav- 
ing not as much as a piece of muslin be- 
tween tho administration and either of 
tho factions in New York he repeated 
twice during the conversation." 


SOMETHING ABOUT HIS POLICY. 


"Did ho say anything about liis policy 


as to removals from or appointments to 
office?'1 


"Yes. 
I was rather curious to hear 


what he would say on that subject, nnd 
brought it up. I had been told what he 
had said to Senators Sawyer and Plumb 
some weeks before my visit, and I wanted 
to sec if his opinions had undergone any 
change. 
He had 
told Sawyer and 


Plumb that office holders serving terms, 
men who had not become obnoxious in 
any way, would bo permitted to serve 
out their terms. He told mo tho same 
tiling, anil he said it pretty strongly. 
One thin.o; he said was this: 'Wo must 
at least do as well as Mr. Cleveland has 
•'.one in this respect. 
I even hope to im- 


prove on Mr. Cleveland's, policy with 
reference to term officials and the best 
civil r.orvice spirit in general. Of course,' 
he'added, 'wo will got every office dur- 
ing the four \ ears, but there ia no need 
of being in a hurry about it.' Another 
thing Gen. linn-ion said to me was that 
he would not permit any of the clerks in 
the departments at Washington to be 
disturbed, and inquired what per cent, 
of the clerks, in i:iy jiidgme:)!, were Re- 
publicans.

clamor fir «!3oo. lie said ivomcthiiig 
to the 
effect 
that if each succeed- 


ing administration would pursue this 
policy, enlarging and broadening it a 
little over the hi jhc-.st mark pursued by 
its preikreswor. the country would soon 
be largely ri I of tho national scandal of 
ofiice seeking and place purveying, leav- 
ing our politics on a higher plane. I 
certainly left (Jon. Harrison firmly be- 
lieving that this would bo his policy 
from the outset; that even those changes 
which he expects to make in his own 
good time will bo mado but slowly, and 
that the White House for some time is 
going to bo a chilly place for place hunt- 
ers. 
1 know he already feels harassed 


by tho clamor for office, is just a tride 
impatient with the men who ought to be 
making it easier for him, but who join 
in the hunt and raako his burden all tho 
heavier. 
I predict that immediately 


after inauguration he will filo notice on 
the hordes of hungry fellows who swarm. 
in Washington that they had better go 
home."

1 bad boon lilrod, whoa a small lad, as an 


under clerk or apprentice In a wholesale bard- 
wore itore in New York. After several 
years' service, during which I gained a good 
j.ractical knowledge of tho business and 
[•radunl promotion, I bvcnmo tho head suloa- 
man and enjoyed the fullest confidence of my 
emplojori. 


1 won nearly 20 years of ago when tbo ad- 


vonturo which I am about to relato occurred. 
Tho work of my early apprenticeship had cn- 
lurgod and strengthened my muscular eys- 
t"m, ray health was at lt» best and as I bad 
novor boon ex]x>>od to peril I know but littlo 
i'l the sonwition of fear. 


For many years I bad slept alone In the 


More. 
Every evening tho doors and win- 


il»ws In the rear wore protected with heavy 
Iron shutters, sjvung from 
outside and 


k'.rongly barred and bolted inside; the hatch- 
ways leading to tho cellar and second floor 
Tvero securely covered and fastened! one of 
the massive wooden front doom was bolted 
lit the top and bottom, while the other was 
only carefully locked, and tho key was sel- 
dom removed. 


My bod occupied a corner of tho counting 


r<>om, midway between tho fr-int and rear 
"f tho storo. Upon retiring ' nlwayi turned 
(.If all the glut, for, If nocetsa-y, I could, from 
lung familiarity with the Bio •» find Its con- 
t.Tits, make my way safely about all parts of 
It in tbo most profound darkness. 


In all my mercantile lifo tbo premises bad 


Hover boon besot by burglars, and, Indeed, tho 
1.1 ore was so carefully closed and guarded 
against Intruders that it was deemed Invul- 
nerable. 


One night I was suddenly awakened by 


K .mo noise that seemed to corao from outside 


< f the storo. 
As 1 raised myself In bod to 


listen, 1 beard a neighboring city clock strike 
two. When its vibrations ceased I felt mire 
that something was wrong at tho front door. 
There coemnd to bo a caw and other sharp 
Implements in operation. Thus Impressed, I 
(jiiiotly roso, dressed and madu my way in tho 
ihirk to tho front 


Listening for a few seconds, I could boar

which I seized, and returned to tho door. In 
tho end of tho cord 1 madoan easy running 
ixose, and strongly fastened the bight to tho 
li'd of a neighboring counter that supported 
hnavy boxes of tin plate. 


Thon 1 carefully hold tho noose around the 


j.laco where tho burglars wero cutting the 
liole. 
After waiting a few minutes, I hoard 


them rcmovo tho picco of wood which they 
li.'ul sawed out. Tho light of a bull's-eye lan- 
tern flashed for an instant at tho aperture, 
mifllciently to reveal its outline and enable 
mu to adjust tho noose.

A plight noise attracted my atten- 


tion to tho window, and tbero I saw a stal- 
wart fellow endeavoring to pry open the 
lower sash with a- chltnl, and know that In t 
very few minutes ho would effect nn en 
tram o. 
With n gun or pistol I could Lave 


kllleil him without rising, hut- as I bnd nc 
weapon except tbo boirlc knlfo, 1 had to do 
cido instantly upon some method of til wart- 
Ing l-is purpose, for I felt lhat if bo once 
gained admittance bu would kill mo if he 
could. 


Getting out of bcxl into a dim corner ai 


quietly as jios&ible, and armed with the Iwwie 
knife, I crept along the wall on my hnndi 
and 1 noes until I was fairly under tho lodg< 
of tl.o window Bill. Tlion I carefully rested 
on one knoo and prepared for an attack. 1 
bad 10 sootier done so than the lower sast 
yielded and was carefully raised and wedged 
with the chisel Then I heard tbe fellow 
clam)>ering in. As he gained tho sill, baro- 
footed, he paused an Instant to recounoiter, 
and l.ghtly leaped into tbe room. 


Thi-i was tho moat critical moment I bod 


ever experienced. 
As he sprang from ttu 


ledge 1 suddenly rose and plunged the bowie 
knife Into his breast, and he fell dead, pros- 
trating me with tho forco of his fall. In s 
second I was up again and looking out of tbe 
window to discover his confederate, if ho hod 


ono, 
Imt all was quiet In tho alley, and nc 


ono n as visible. 


As I turned to light a lamp and gaitj n bet- 


ter Idea of the position, I felt tho warm 
blood of tbe burglar laving my feet. Then 
bo lay, as dead as Julius Ciesar, a big, burl} 
nogrc, holding In his stilTenod grasp a bowie 
knife much larger than mine, and 1 was very, 
very thankful that bo had fouad no oppor- 
tunity to use it upon me. 


1 dressed myself hurriedly, with a nervous 


troaior that I had not noticed until thon, and 
hastened to open tho front door of tbe storo, 
Tbo street was bathed in moonlight and mid- 
night silenco was over all Again and again 
I shouted tho name of the patrolman "n that 
beat, with whom 1 had an Intimate acquaint- 
ance, and In a few minutes ho caine, running 
and quite oxaited by tho novelty of being 
wauti'd. 


Aftor a brief relation of my adventure and 


a clos'ir examination of the dead burglar, the 
guardian of tho night identified him as an 
old offender, a desperato villain well known 
to the police.

1 ejjent an unquiet hour, trembling wltt 


nervous excitement in washing the Qoor and 
closing tho shutter and window. Then 1 
walked tho Door another hour to soothe my 
rebellious nerves, and then 1 wont to beil and 
slept I ho sloop of the just until daylight. 


This was my last encounter with a burglar. 


Tbosjiort is too exciting for frequent indul- 
gence or for onjoymeut. 


I may say, in conclusion, that tills ndvcnturt 


paved tho way for my entrance into tho lira 
as a partner. My "pluck," and possibly a 
serviceable supply of assurance, besides my 
constant fidelity to tho interests of tbo busi- 
ness, horvcd mo in lieu of capital.—Mat Haw- 
thorn in Chicago Journal.

the adulterations and tricks of preparation 
aro so many that tho best is hard to get, 
Mucu depends on tho method of preparation. 
When good mustard is carefully ground and 
so carefully sifted that only 80 or 40 per cent 
of tho weight Is saved as table* mustard, a 
first class article is the result. Bomo poor 
stuff made from tho rejected hulls is sold, 
with cayenne pepper added to give it a "bite." 
Mustard is largely adulterated by admix- 
tures of turmeric and corn meal. Generally, 
the quality of mustard can safely bo judged 
by its price, and tho cheapest is really the 
dearest. 
Tho yellow English mustard is 


best for tablo ase. California mustard is so 
rich in oil that somo of the oil is expressed 
before the mustard is sold to provent it from 
becoming rancid—hence Its unsatisfactory 
quality. Brown mustard is mostly used in 
medical practice.—Good Housekeeping

ID teaching to count five seems to tread slowly 
on tho heels of some races of men. In a paper 
on tho Eskimo of Point Hit-row Mr. John 
Murdoch, of the I'niu-d States National mu- 
fcum, said that, like the rest of tliiwo peoples, 
they ordinarily do not use numbers ;;reatcr 
than five, but speak of six and all higher 
numbers a» "many." There real numlwrs 
aro 1, '1, %, 4,5, 10 (which means tho upper 
part of tho body, namely, the number of 
digits on the upper extremities), 15 (j>crha[js), 
and 20 (which means "a man complete," i. o., 
all his digits used up). These numbers tiro 
almost identical vvilh those used in thn other 
dialects, while the intermediate numbei-s aro 
quite different, though expressed in n similar 
manner; that is to ha}-, "so many on tho ncrt 
hand or foot." 


With such clumsy numerals, arithmetical 


processes are practically impossible, though 
the peoplo practice a sort of crude addition, 
arriving at tho number of a large scries of 
objects by grouping them together in fives. 
Iu counting tho ordinary numerals are used. 
Tilts is also tho sumo as in the other dialects. 
They originally had no standard of dimen- 
sions for space, but of lato years have learned 
to use tho fathom in tfadtng for cloth, etc. 
Tuno is measured by the sun and stars. For 
example, the star Arcturus is tho teal (letters' 
timepiece. 
When ho is in tho cast, spawn is 


near, and it is timo to stop (Ishing. Tbo your 
is divided into four seasons—early wiater, 
winter, early summer and summer 
Nino 


lunar months arc known by muno. Tho rest 
of the year "there is no moon, only the sun.1 


They begin to count tho moon fvom tho 


early autumn, tho time when tho women go 
off into tho littlo tents to work on deerskins. 
The first moon—roughly speaking, October— 
is "tho time for working, i.e., sewing;" No- 
vendxT, "tho second time for sewing;" De- 
cember, "tho time for dancing" (this is the 
season of thu grent semi-dramatic festivals); 
January, llgre::t cold," or "littlo sun" (ill this 
moon (he KHII just reappears at noon), Pcbru- 
nry, "tho timo for starting" (on tho winter 
deer hunt), March, "the time for starling 
homo;" April, "tho time J"or making ready 
t'.re boats" (for whaling), May, "the timo for 
fowling," and June, "tbo timo for bringing 
forth young" (when tho birds lay eggs). 
They cL-arly distinguish "today," "ycstcr- 
ilay"a:nl "lo-morrow;" but "day before yes- 
terday" and "day after to-morrow" aro tho 
tamo; and beyond that all is "somo timo ago" 
or "somo timo hence" (tho same word), till it 
nets to 1)0 "long ago" or "by mid by." Then 
there aro no dates in their past or future, es- 
cept what has tiappened or is to happen.— 
London Times.

walked by lum with a springing step ana 
asked him as ho passed if he expected to have 
that retinue with him in battle. 
It took 


some time for the Corean to appreciate the 
sarcasm of this remark, but it finally crept 
through his top knot that among tho western 
people laziness and inability wero not parks 
of honor, and tho next timo the two catno to- 
gether tho yang ban general walked alono.—

The 111 rod? Tower BeToml tlio Traitors' 


Gale Tr'luro Royalty Has Sweat— Old St. 
I'ctcr'ft olid the Casting riaco of Anne 
Boley* — A Time Honored Ceremon}'*

To describe tho Tower of London in detail 


I. is absolutely unnecessary— it is too well known 


i as a whole, but there are interesting littlo 


I facts not generally realized by the public, and 


there are nooks usually unvisited. It was 
my good fortune on a recent day to go care- 
fully around this grand old pile with a special 
order from Gen. Miiman, tho resident gov- 
ernor. Passing by tho Traitors' Crate, I went 
into tho Bloody Tower, in a room in which I 
found myself standing on tho very spot 
wherein wero imprisoned the two little 
princes, and from tho window of which cen- 
turies after Archbishop Laud leaned out to 
bless Lord Strofford as he passed to death 
upon the scaffold just beyond. An old, old 
room this, full of historic interest, and now 
inhabited by one of the picturesquely attired 
beef eaters. St. John's church, one of tho 
oldest Norman churches in the kingdom, 
built in 1087, is too well known to require de- 
scription, so I will pass on to the armory de- 
partments, where I saw Lord Wolscloy going 
round on an evident business inspection. 


IS TIIE DUNGEON. 


In passing down a staircase iu this White 


tower, wherein is kept this armor, and in 
which is placed a stand of 50,000 modern ri- 
fles, I noticed tho enormous thickness of the 
splendid walls, and on inquiring I was in- 
formed that they wero fifteen feet in depth. 
Beneath the White tower are the dungeons, 
which aro never shown to tho general public. 
Hero is an eternal twilight, a musty smell, an 
icy chilliness. The first one, pure Norman in 
its architecture, is called tho Torture chamber, 
for here were stretched upon the rack tho 
miserable victims of political necessity or re- 
ligious bigotry. In a very narrow passago 
leading out of this great chamber, and which 
is known by the name of Little Ease, bo- 
causo in it a prisoner could neither sit nor lie 
down, was wearily imprisoned the misguided 
Ouy Fawkes. In tho pitch dark dungeon be- 
yond, which has no flooring but the damp, 
cold earth, wero once imprisoned 300 Jews, 
tvho, in tho Thirteenth century, wero sus- 
pected of tho crinio of clipping coin. A 
dreadful place this, and hideously suggestive 
of the undreamed of horrors of these "good 
old days of yore. " Tho door— an old oak one, 
iron bound and immensely strong— shut off 
these poor wretches from all communication 
with the outer world. 


In this dungeon, *jr a series of dungeons, 


was recently discovered a very deep well, 
into which wo fearfully peeped. 
From tho 


dungeon to the church is but a short step; in 
tho old days tho journey was usually mode 
from the latter to tho former. St. Peter's 
dates from 1SJ72 ; it is full of tho saddest, ten- 
derest interest; within its dingy walls and be- 
neath its historic pavements there lio the 
bodies of three of England's queens. Huskin 
finely says of the church that '.iuUi th« sad- 
dest spot in Christendom, for here ore buried 
in dishonor the greatest in the land, while at 
Westminster 
Abbey they aro buried in 


honor," a most touching and suggestive con 
trast. Most of the beautiful brasses wcro re- 
moved in Cromwell's tune. 


I was deeply interested to hear that in re- 


pairing tho chancel iu 1S77 there was discov 
ered the body of Anno Boleyn, which w 
recognized by the historically tiny neck, and 
by tho fact that the body lay just in the spot 
duscribed in tho burial registry; also were 
discovered the bones of a big man, which be- 
longed beyond doubt to the ill fated Duko o: 
Monmouth. These were reverently reburicc 
in their long, long resting place. 


Upon tho wall, and preserved within a 


glass case, I saw tho three coflin plates of tin 
nobluiucn last decapitated upon Tower Hil 
— Lords Kilmaruock, Lovet and £3almcrino 
Tho inscriptions were all in Latin. Tho very 
plain littlo font dates back to the reign oi 
Edward III. 


WHERE THE AX STOOD. 


Not satisfied with my morning's round 


went tho next night to have a chat with the 
deputy chaplain of tho tower, Mr. Foster 
who told me many interesting little facts 
some of which aro mentioned above. To my 
surprise ho told mo that tho tower is not sup- 
posed to Us haunted, nor is there any ghostly 
traditions hanging round this spot. Just be- 
fore 11 he and 1 stepped out into the coo 
night air. A wild, windy night, clouds chas- 
ing each other over tho moou, whose misty 
watery rays fell upon that ancient Norman 
keep. Just at my hand, and railed off, 4was 
tho very spot wherein was lifted so often* tho 
"ox's keener edge." It was upon this very 
spot and from yonder identical window shin- 
ing white in the moonshine, that Lady Jane 
Grey, tho nino days' queen, gazed as her hus- 
band slowly passed to his death ; for sho was 
imprisoned iu the house of Mr. Partridge, the 
gentleman jailer, wherein now resides tho 
official who to this day bears tho same title. 


But tho silence, pregnant with such memo- 


ries, is suddenly broken by tho clash of arms, 
the tram]) of foet and the hoarse cry of milt 
tary command. In the fitful light wo see i 
small body of soldiers drawn up, and beneath 
the Bloody Towel- comes tho guard, preceded 
by a warden bearing tho keys. "Haiti" cries 
tho officer in command. "Who comes there '(' 
"Keys,"" is the immediate response. "Whose 
keys?" "Queon Victoria's keys." "Present

FIGHT WITH BURGLARS. 


Twice In my llfo I have been placed In 


jiosltlona tlmt served to "barrow up my «oul, 
freeze my young blood," and turned my holr 
n* gray aa a rot's hoforo tnj fortieth birth- 


day. 


1 had boon hlrod, when a small lad, OB nn 


under clerk or apprentice In a wholesale hard- 
ware itoro In New York. 
After several 


years' Krvlco, during which I gained a good 
practical knowledge of tho business and 
(T-adual promotion, I tiecamo tbo head sales- 
man and onjoyod the fullest confidence of my 
rmploycrs. 


I was nearly 20 ycara of ago when tbo ad- 


vonturo which I am about to relate occurred. 
'Hie work of tny early apprenticeship had en- 
larged and strengthened my muscular sys- 
Mm, my health wa> at Its best and as I bad 
never boon ezponxl to peril I know but llltlo 
i if the toiuatlon of fear. 


For many yeari I had elopt alone In the 


i tore. 
Every evening the doors and win- 


dows In tbo roar were protected with heavy 
Iron shutters, swung 
from 
outslda and 


f-trongly barred and bolted Inside; tho hatch- 
ways leading to the cellar and second floor 
were securely covered and fastened; ono of 
t lie massive wooden front doors was bolted 
nt tbo top and bottom, while the other wan 
only carefully locked, and tbo key was sel- 
dom removed. 


My bod occupied a corner of the counting 


room, midway between the flint and rear 
of the store. Upon retiring ' nlwaya turned 
off all the gas, for, If nocwju.y, I could, from 
long familiarity with the sto-tnnd its con- 
tents, make my way safely about all parts of 
11 In tho most profound darkness. 


In all my mercantile life tbo premises bad 


never heen Inset by burglars, and, Indeed, tho 
Ktore was so carefully closed and guarded 
against intruders that It was deemed Invul- 
nerable. 


One night I was suddenly awakened by 


homo noise that seemed to come from outsido 


( the store, fa 1 raised myself In bed to 
listen, I heard a neighboring city clock strike 
two. 
When its vibrations ceased 1 felt sure 


that something was wrong at tho front door. 
Thero seemed to bo a saw and other sharp 
implements in operation. Thus 1mpressed, I 
(|ulotly rose, drossod unit made my way hi tho 
(I.'irk to tho front 


Listening for a few seconds, I could hear 


faint wlil«j)ors, and then tho sound of a small 
mw. Then I knew that burglars wore cut- 
ting a hole In the door hi order tlmt the key 
might be reached and turned. From marks 
discovered on the key, during a subsequent 
examination, It was evident that they had 
t rlod to turn It with nippers, but It was too 
cumbrous, and tho effort had been aban' 
dimod. 


1 could have frightened away tho Intruders 


l>y making a noise and lighting the gas, but 1 
wished. If possible, to thwart their purpose 
in another manner, and capture one of the 
marauders. 
With this Intention I cautiously 


crept to a package of stout bed cords, ono of 
whicb 1 seized, and returned to tho door. 
In 


tho end of tho cord I made an easy running 
noose, and strongly fastened tho bight to tho 
1<'2 of a neighboring counter that supported 
luiavy boxes of tin plate. 


Then 1 carefully held tbo nooso around the 


jrluco where tho burglars wero cutting the 
iiula 
After waiting a few nrnutos, I hoard 


tliom removo tho piece of wood which they 
Imd sawed out 
Tho light of a bull's-eye Ian- 


turn flashed for an Instant at tho aperture, 
mfllciently to reveal its outline and enable 
nio to adjust tho noose. Then a man's arm 
\\ta thrust through tbo hole. 


This was the opportunity for which I had 


waited. A quick and vigorous movement 
drew the noose tightly around tho fellow's 
vrist, and then I hauled on tho cord with all 
my strength until I hod pulled the arm 
through tho hole as far as I could, notwith- 
standing the opposition manifested by ita 
owner. 


There was no noiso, although tho fellow was 


undoubtedly In great pain; and when 1 had 
lirmly secured tho cord to the counter I felt 
along It until I touched the arm, and found 
that it hod been forced through the opening 
cvlmost to the shoulder. 


1 was not In the least frightened. I had 


one of the burglars a prisoner, and I know 
that the other* would not long remain with 
him. On the whole 1 was rather pleasantly 
end tod and quite exultant over my success. 


Slipping on my shoes, I lighted three en- 


four gas Jets, unfastened a back door and 
shouted down the alley for a policeman. Aa 
soon as he came 1 lot him Inside of tho store, 
and then we begun to roconnoitcr and ascer- 
tain the status of affairs at the front.

could do nothing but walk tbo floor In great 
nervous distress, nntU It was time to open the 
t; ire for business in tho morning. 


Then, wuen tho clerks arrived, and I bad 


related my adventure to them, I was fata to 
go home and avoid the excitement that 1 
know would distract me if I remained to an- 
«« or the thousand questions that would be 
asl.ed of ma 


I had only one satisfaction, but It was one 


Unit a lad of my age could thoroughly enjoy. 
1 was a bora Tho police, the press and the 
public freely expressed their admiration for 
tlio coolness and bravery I bad manifested In 
capturing the burglar, and the sympathy and 
hearty congratulations of personal IrUnJi 
•oon restored me to comparative quietude. 


But, 
best of all, was the kind consider;:! Ir.c 


which I received from my employers. 
T!- v 


were very profuse In the expressions of theii 
esteem. They hod sent for the policeman 
who assisted me, and be hod told the story of 
tho burglary in such a manner as to give me 
tho sole credit of the capture. Tbercsultwai 
a magnificent gift and a forta^bt'i leave of 
alsenco to recruit my shaken nerve.-. 


Two years later I was sent to Savannah, 


Co., by my employers to open and manage o 
branch store In that city. 


1 was yet unmarried. The store had a bed 


room In the rear, adjoining the ofllce, and 
there I lodged. 
In It was one large window, 


whicb opened upon an alley, as did also th< 
rear door of the store in the adjoining entry 
At night all the doom were locked and barred. 
Th* bedroom window had a tight, heavy out 
side shutter, mode of boards and battened, 
nlJcb 1 could clos* and fasten Inside. The 
window sill, with Its brooc'. ledge, was full) 
four feet abovo the floor. 


One moonlight night, when t bad been es 


tabllabed In business for several months, th< 
woatber being very worm, 1 left the sbuttei 
uuolosed and lowered the lop sash a fen 
Inches to admit fresh air. 1 hod not boon 
disturbed by nocturnal Intruders since mj 


arrival, and had, on Ing to tho hoat, 
quit-.'cureless. Besides, 1 kept within react 
from my l«d a formidable bowlo knifo. 


A!x>ut midnight I awoke. Tho room ivai 


darli, although the 
moon 
wa? 
shining 


brig itly. A slight noise attracted my atteu 
lion to the wlmiow. and there I saw a «tnl 
wart, fellow endeavoring to pry open th« 
lowtr sash with a- chiaol, and know that In I 
very few minutes ho would efTect nn en 
tran lo. With a gun or pistol 1 could have 
killel him uitbout rising, but as I bail nc 
wea:>on except tho bowio knifo, 1 had to do- 
cldo instantly upon some method of Ihwnrt 
Ing his purpose, for I felt that If ho onoc 
gain *I admittance ho ivuuld kill mo if he 
coul'L 


Getting out of tx*l Into a dim coracr at 


qulc'ly as pos&ibJe, and armed with the bowl< 
knlfi', I crept along tho wall on my handi 
and 'aioos until I was fairly under tho lodge 
of tlio window sill. Then 1 carefully rested 
on one knee and prepared for an attack. I 
had no sooner done so than the lower wisl: 
yielded and was carefully raised and wedged 
with the chisel. Then I beard the fellow 
clambering In. As bo gained the sill, bare- 
foot* d, bo paused an Instant to recounoiter, 
and lightly leaped into the room. 


This was tho most critical moment I had 


over experienced. 
As be sprang from tbe 


lodge I suddenly roso and plunged the bowie 
knife Into his breast, and be fell dead, pros- 
trating me with tbo force of bis fall. In t 
second I was up again and looking out of tho 
window to discover bis confederate, if ho hod 
ono, but all was quiet in tho alley, and nc 
one was visible. 


As I turned to light a lamp and gain n bet- 


ter Idea of the position, I felt tho warm 
blood of the burglar laving my feet. Then 
ho lay, as dead as Julius Caesar, a big, burl} 
negro, holding In hla stiffened grasp a bowie 
knife much larger than mine, and 1 was very, 
very thankful that ho had found no opjior- 
tunit y to use it upon me. 


I dressed myuelf hurriedly, with a nervous 


tremor that 1 hod not noticed until then, and 
baste aed to open the front door of the store. 
Tho fctreet was bathed in moonlight and mid- 
night, silence was over all Again and again 
1 shouted tbo name of tho patrolman on that 
boat, with whom I Imd an Intimate acquaint- 
ance, and in a few minutes ho came, running 
and quite oxaitcd by the novelty of bulng 
wanted.

1 tpent t.n unquiet hour, trembling witt 


nervous excitement In washing tho Boor and 
closing the shutter and window. Then 1 
walkod tho Door another hour to soothe mj 
rebellious nerves, and then I went to bed and 
slept tho sloop of tho Just until daylight. 


This was my last encounter with a burglar. 


The tport Is too exciting for frequent indul- 
gence or for enjoyment. 


1 may say, in conclusion, that this adventure 


paved tho way for my entrance into tho (Ira 
as a partner. My "pluck," and possibly a 
serviceable supply of assurance, besides my 
constant fidelity to tho Interests of tho busi- 
ness, served mo in lieu of capital.—Mat Haw- 
thorn in Chicago Journal.

Borne poor 
stuff made from ti;9 rejected hulls Is sold, 
with cayenne pepper added to give it a "bite." 
Mustard is largely adulterated by aduitr 
turca of turmeric and corn meal. OeaeralJy, 
tho quality of mustard con safely bo judged 
by its price, and tho cheapest is really the 
dearest. 
The yellow English mustard is 


best for table use. California mustard is so 
rich In oil that some of tho oil is expressed 
bcforo the mustard is sold to prevent it from 
becoming rancid—hence Its unsatisfactory 
quality. Drown mustard Is mostly used in 
medical practice.—Good Housekeeping

Is "the time for working, i.e., son in;;;" Ko- 
vcmber, "tho second time for wu'ing;" De- 
cember, "tl:o tnno for dancing" (this is the 
season of thu grcnt scini-dnmiatic I'esLivals); 
January, "great cold," or "little su:i" (iu this 
moon the fun just reappears at noon), Febru- 
nry, "the time for starting" (on tho winter 
deer h u n t ) . March, "tho time for (starting 
home;" April, "tho time /or making ready 
the boats" (for whaling), May, "tho time, for 
fowling," and Juno, "tbo timo for hriuging 
forth young" (when tho birds lay eggs).

as a whole, but there are interesting little 
facts not generally realized by the public, and 
there aro nooks usually unvisited. It was 
my good fortune on a recent day to go caro- 
f uily around this grand old pile with a special 
order from Gen. MUmnn, tho resident gov- 
ernor. Passing by the Traitors' Gate, I went 
into the Bloody Tower, in a room in which 1 
found tnyKcli' standing on tho very spot 
wherein wero imprisoned the two little 
princes, and from the window of which cen- 
turies after Archbishop Laud leaned out to 
bless Lord Stratford as ho passed to death 
upon the scaffold just beyond. An old, old 
room this, full of historic interest, and now 
Inhabited by ono of the picturesquely attired 
beef eaters. St. John's church, ona of the 
oldest Norman churches in the kingdom, 
built in 10S7, is too well known to require de- 
scription, so I will pass on to the armory de- 
partments, where I saw Lord Wolselcy going 
round on an evident business inspection. 


IN THE DUNGEON. 


In passing down a staircase iu this White 


tower, wherein is kept this armor, and in 
which is placed a stand of 50,000 modern ri- 
fles, I noticed tho enormous thickness of tho 
splendid walls, and on inquiring I was in- 
formed that they wero fifteen feet in depth. 
Beneath the White tower are the dungeons, 
which are never shown to the general public. 
Hero is an eternal twilight, a musty smell, an 
icy chilliness. The first ono, pure Norman in 
its architecture, is called tho Torture chamber, 
for here wore stretched upon the rack tho 
miserable victims of political necessity or re- 
ligious bigotry. In a very narrow passage 
leading out of this groat chamber, and which 
is known by the name of Little Ease, be- 
cause in it a prisoner could neither sit nor lie 
down, was wearily imprisoned the misguided 
Guy Fawkcs. In the pitch dark dungeon bo- 
yond, which has no flooring but the damp, 
cold earth, wero once imprisoned 300 Jews, 
who, in tho Thirteenth century, wero sus- 
pected of tho crime of clipping coin. A 
dreadful place this, and hideously suggestive 
of tho undreamed of horrors of these "good 
old days of yore." Tho door—an old oak one, 
iron bound and immensely strong—shut off 
these poor wretches from all communication 
with tho outer world. 


In this dungeon, ^jr a series of dungeons, 


was recently discovered a very deep well, 
into which wo fearfully peeped. 
From tho 


dungeon to the church is but a short stop; in 
the old days the journey was usually made 
from tho latter to the former. St. Peter's 
dates from lliBJ; it is full at the saddest, ten- 
deix-st interest; within its dingy walls and be- 
neath its historic pavements there lie tho 
bodies of threoof England's queens. Ruskin 
finely says of the church that 'JUtu the sad- 
dest spot in Christendom, for hero are buried 
in dishonor tho greatest in tho land, while at 
Westminster Abbey they aro buried in 
honor," a most touching and suggestive con- 
trast. Most of the beautiful brasses wero re- 
moved in Cromwell's tune. 


I was deeply interested to hear that in re- 


pairing tho chancel iu 1877 there was discov- 
ered tho body of Anno Boleyn, which was 
recognized by tho historically tiny neck, and 
by the fact that tho body lay just in tho spot 
described in tho burial registry; also were 
discovered the bones of a big man, which bo- 
longed beyond doubt to the ill fated Duke of 
Monmouth. These were reverently rcburied 
ill their long, long resting placo. 


Upon tho wall, and preserved within a 


glass case, I saw tho three coffin plates of tho 
noblemen last decapitated upon Tower Hill 
—Lords Kilmornoek, Lovetaud Bolmeriuo. 
Tho inscriptions wero all in Latin. Tho very 
plain little font dates back to the reign of 
Edward III. 


WIIISHE THE AX STOOD. 


Not satisfied with my morning's round I 


went the next night to Lave a chat with tho 
deputy chaplain of tho tower, Mr. Foster 
who told me many interesting little facts 
souio of which are mentioned above. To m; 
surprise ho told me that the tower is not sup 
posod to bs haunted, nor is there any ghost! 
traditions hanging round this spot. Just be- 
fore 11 be and 1 stepped out into tho coo 
night air. A wild, windy night, clouds chas 
ing each other over tho moon, whose misty 
watery rays fell upon that ancient Normal 
keep. Just at my hand, and railed off, twa 
tho very spot wherein was lifted so often th 
"ax's keener edge." It was upon this verj 
spot and from yonder identical window chili 
ing white in the moonshine, that Lady Jan 
Grey, tho nine days' queen, gazed as her hus- 
band slowly passed to his death; for she wa 
imprisoned iu the house of Mr. Partridge, th' 
gentleman jailer, wherein now resides thi 
official who to this day boars the same titlo. 


But the silence, pregnant with such memo- 


ries, is suddenly broken by the clash of arms 
tho tramp of feet and the hoarse cry of mill 
tai-y command. In tho fitful light wo see a 
small body of soldiers drawn up, and beneatl 
the Bloody Tower comes the guard, precedec 
by a warden bearing tho keys. "Haiti" cries 
the officer in command. "Who conies thero!' 
"Keys,'" is the immediate response. "Whoso 
keysi" "Queon Victoria's keys." "Presen 
arms." 
"God preserve Queen ^Victoria.' 


"Amen," is tho clear, deep answer of all tho 
soldiers. 


Every night for untold years had this cer 


emony taken placo. It is over now. Thought- 
fully I wend my way past the Traitor's Gate 
beneath which tho water is mournfully drip- 
ping, and, passing out of the grand old gates 
I leave history behind, only to plunge into 
the vast, weird Babylon of this Nineteenth 
century.—London Echo.
